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PREFACE 


HEN I am asked by editors and others who wish 

to cater to that legion of people, young. and old, who 

are devoted to puzzle solving—'"What is the most 
popular form of puzzle?" I unhesitatingly reply that the 
rebus “picture puzzle," is the “puzzle of the populace,” as it 
were. 


Where hundreds are partial to puzzles of the mathe- 
matical and mechanical sort or to word puzzling with charades, 
word-squares, anagrams, conundrums, enigmas, transpositions, 
etc. etc.; thousands, yes, tens of thousands, are followers of 
the "picture puzzle." This puzzle may be described as a 
word or name, represented pictorially by any sort of object, 
peculiar arrangement of letters, numerals, etc., the spelling 
or pronunciation of which is similar to that of itself. 


Fifty thousand people recently participated in one of my 
solving contests, and the puzzles that inspired this mammoth 
tournament of wits were of the "picture puzzle" variety, such 
as compose the pages of this book. A newspaper which pub- 
lished one of the contests received a number of replies equal 
to one-third of its circulation. All of which is convincing 
proof of the pre-eminent popularity of the “picture puzzle." 


When I say that the "picture puzzle" is the puzzle of the 
masses, I do not wish to be understood as classifying it as 
of "common, or garden variety," calling for inferior calibre 
of intellect. True, it engages the naturally alert faculties, 
rather than the scholastic and scientific. At the same time, 
there are qualities of wit, humor and imagination exhibited 
in rebus solving that betoken mental radiations of the bright- 
est rays. I have seen a college professor strain and fail for 
the answer to a rebus that was solved rather readily by a 
bright child. It proves at least, that in some mental processes 
the native, unskilled wit will outstrip the polished intellect of 
the scholar. 


We must not assume that the solving of any sort of 
puzzle, whether it be the cracking of a riddle or the analysis of 
a problem in higher mathematics, is arrived at by chance or 
slipshod methods. А solution is gained by reasoning along 
straight lines; by ingenuity and cleverness; for puzzles are 
not solved by dullards. 


There is no better mental training than puzzle solving, 
and the pastime must be considered more seriously than a 
mere fad or amusement. I firmly believe that puzzles con- 
stitute one of the greatest educational agencies in existence, 
and I have always treated them from this standpoint. Parents 
cannot too early encourage their chlldren's love for puzzles. 
Mastering a problem through the force of his own reasoning 
power will imbue a child with pride and self-reliance that 


act like a tonic on his intellectual growth. : 


The brightest man of my acquaintance is the manager 
of a newspaper, who, plucked from school at thirteen years 
of age, frankly attributes the splendidly trained mind he now 
possesses to his passionate devotion to puzzles, which set in 
after his formal schooling. Не has the quickest head for 
figures I have ever encountered, and his brilliant reasoning 


powers are along the direct and original lines of the puzzle 
solver. 


The peculiar fascination that lies in puzzle solving is no 
enigma. Human nature is inquisitive, and will spare no effort 
in probing for the solution of a mystery. Every thinking 
person experiences keen satisfaction when a perplexing puzzle 
has been mastered. “Eureka! I met the puzzle and the answer 
is mine." A puzzle is an impish challenge to our wits—" Let's 
see you guess me.” “You bet I will;" and the tussle is on. 
There we have full explanation of the charm that this ancient 
pastime holds for most of us. 


In working out the puzzles in the following pages, refer- 
ence to geography, history, English, zoology, and other 
sources of book information is constant; and thus educa- 
tional and instructive as well as entertaining. Тһе exercise 


is of inestimable value to the young folks, who are uncon- 
sciously storing up useful knowledge while pursuing their 
labor of love. 


Answers to all of the puzzles are contained in the back 
pages of the book, but it is to be hoped that this information 
will not be prematurely sought. Don't look up the answer 
until you have worked out what you consider must be the 
correct solution.
